Anderson and His Successor. 


Outraged public opinion has 
compelled the retirement of 


Captain Anderson from the head of the San Francisco police depart- 
ment His appointment was-only temporary, bnt it should never 
have been made.. His rscord during the Mission troubles showed 
him to be a weak, vacillating man lacking in moral stamina. A 
fresh outbreak of violent disturbances marked his accession to the 
•office of Chief of Police. The atrocious affair of last Tuesday night 
was a natural sequence of the riot on Labor Day, and was the 
climax of imbecility and moral cowardice, if not worse. JThe state- 
ment Anderson gave out on the following day was a defense of 
'crime and an impudent plea for ruffianism in uniform. 


While it is gratifying that Anderson has been deposed a»acting 


Chief of Police, the election of William ]. Biggy to fill the vacancy 
is far from satisfactory. 
It is swapping one bad horse for another. 


Neither Biggy's character nor career is assuring. 
His election is 


only another proof that Mayor Taylor stands in loco Spreckels to 
the city. He is a laundry worker in politics, and rtakes his principles 
with the wash. 
Mayor Phelan 
kicked him off the Police Com- 


mission as a man unfit for his position and unworthy of trust. His 
summary removal was approved by the Bulletin and Examiner in 
scathing editorials; He has since given no further claim to con- 
fidence a;id respect other than his service as turnkey of the private 
jail Rudolph Spreckels has set up under the wardenship of William 
]. Burns. 


It is stated1 that Burns will supervise Biggy's reorganization oi 


the police force. It is easy to imagine what this means. Perhaps it 
is unwise to worry over trouble ithat is yet to come, but it is never- 
theless unpleasant to contemplate the prospect of the police force 
being employed to further the political and financial schemes and 
gratify the revenges of Mr. Spreckels. However, B^ggy is Chief of 
Police, and notwithstanding his unsatisfactory record, is entitled to 
be judged on the merits of his future performance. If he does his 
duty fairly and honestly, he will justify his selection and redeem his 
soiled an-1 tattered reputation. THE TRIBUNE purposes to give 
him a fair deal in the hope that the power and responsibility placed 
in his hands will be wisely employed and honestly met. 


Senator Perkins and the 
Foxy Quiller Pedagogue. 


The San Francisco Call professes to think vt a great wrong for 


Senator Perkins to pay his political debts with official patronage. 
Yet it th-.nks it all right for President Wheeler to 
use Federal 


appointments to pay off his private 
revenges and 
magnify 
his 


political influence. 
The Call is also warmly in favor of allowing 


Rudolph Spreckels to pay his political debts and wreak his personal 
grudges \vith the municipal patronage of San Francisco. 


But the Call misrepresents the case when it says Senator Per- 


kins recommended Charles E. Thomas for postmaster of Berkeley in 
payment of a political debt. There was no political debt there for 
Senator I'erkins to pay. Quite the reverse is the truth of the case. 
Senator Perkins resented the attempt of President Wheeler to dic- 
tate to C ingressman Knowland as to whom he should recommend 
for the Berkeley postofficc. He took righteous umbrage at Wheeler's 
political activity, the political slanders he furtively set afloat, and 
the underhanded methods he. resorted to in the 
effort 
to place 


Congressman Knowland in a false light and exalt himself before 
the peoph of California as the real dictator in regard to Federal 
appointments in this State. 
\Vheeler\'s conduct with respect to the 


Berkeley postofficc has been marked by deceit, misrepresentation 
and gro-> discourtesy, 
wholly unprovoked 
and unwarranted, to 


Congressman Knowland and Senator Perkins. All through he Was 
played tho part of a scheming dissembler, never at any time being 
candid wi'li the public or fair and courteous to the Congressman from 
•this district and the two Senators from California. 


Merr:ll and Thomas were mere incidents of the game which 


\Vheeler iias played with such consummate duplicity and success. 
The issue was made before Thomas was ever recommended by Mr. 
•Knowland. Senator Perkins and their colleagues, and it was pur- 
posely mr.de by Wheeler for his own political aggrandizement. He 
was determined to name the postmaster of Berkeley, and equally 
determined to have it appear thai his influence with the President 
outweighed that of all the Senator? and Congressmen from California 
put together. 
In thus scheming to put a personal and political in- 


dignity on the Congressional representatives of 
the 
people, 
he 


maneuvered to make it appear that the entire California delegation 
'were engaged in a nefarious plot to put corrupt and'unfit men in 
office. 


Senator Perkins and Mr. Knowland are well known to the peo- 


ple of Al?meda county. Their services in Congress are a matter of 
record wiiich no amount of aspersion and misrepresentation can 
beli'ttle. Senator Perkins has accomplished more for the substantial 
benefit of California than. any n-an this State ever sent to the 
Senate. The coast is dotted with lighthouses and buoys to protect 
shipping :is a result of his labors. His services have been invalu- 
able in securing appropriations for public buildings and harbor im- 
provemenrs.

No man appointed on his recom- 
mendation has proved a defaulter or incompetent to fill the office to 
which he was appointed. In a continuous service of fourteen years 
in the Senate, Senator Perkins has never been absent from his seat 
but five days while Congress was in session. 
A more useful and 


assiduous record of public service can hardly be imagined. It is a 
record that cannot be destroyed nor tarnished by the tricks and mis- 
representations of a smooth hypocrite like Benjamin Ide Wheeler.

The Rakersfield Californian reports that ground squirrels and 


predatory birds have become into'erable pests in the irrigated sec- 
tion of Kern county, the former menacing the irrigation districts, the 
latter harvesting the Egyptian corn crop for their own use. It recalls 
the fact-that when Haggin & Carr took up the desert lands adjacent 
to Bakcrstield and started to reclaim them Carr foresaw the ground 
squirrel danger and offered a reward for i>ts extermination. It is an 
order of Nature to multiply pests wherever the productiveness of the 
soil is increased by artificial processes and the success of the one 
depends upon maintaining a ceaseless war on the other. Any change 
in natural conditions is accompanied inseparably by its penalties as 
well as its privileges and benefits. 


Subway Project Starts Auspiciously. 


The movement for the opening of a trans-estuary subway in 


order to abolish the drawbridges now carrying the traffic between 
Dakland and Alameda and to 
relieve navigation 
and 
facilitate 


the expansion of commerce in the upper harbor has made a splendid 
start. The preliminary meeting held yesterday afternoon at the 
chamber of the Board of Supervisors was devoted to the ascertain- 
ment of the views of the representatives of.-the various interests 
affected by the proposed Change. 
On this subject there was a 


positive unanimity. There was not one dissenting voice raised 
against the project. All agreed that it__was the only feasible plan 


For the relief of the navigation of the harbor. There was, moreover, 
a good representation of the governments of the two cities directly 
concerned and of the county government by Which the project was' 
initiated and upon whom the responsibility to open the subway will 
anally .fall, once its plans are matured and the decision to go ahead 
with the improvement is reached. 


The meeting accomplished something more substantial, how- 


ever, than a mere interchange of views. 
It resolved itself into a 


permanent joint working committee and started the task of putting 
the project "in proper shape by referring the several phases associated 
with it to specialists and sub-committees and1 providing for the co- 
operation of the Federal engineers and the two transportation com- 
panies- now using the drawbridges. 
The Federal government is 


interested in the project,,'because it is financially concerned in the 
improvement of the harbor. It will no doubt cheerfully support the 
proposed enterprise which harmonizes perfectly with those interests 
of navigation to which it is giving substantial aid through the ex- 
penditure of the money specially appropriated for the purpose by 
Congress.

There can be no doubt in any one's mind regarding the great 


benefit which the commerce of Oakland harbor' will derive from the 
improvement and that the interests of Alameda county are insepar- 
ably 
associated 
with 
it 
and 
with 
the 
advantages 
which 


will accrue to the cities directly concerned in it, and on -whom the 
brunt of the cost is sure to fall whatever method is -finally adopted to 
finance it. The three cities on the bay shore are now contributing 
through taxation on assessable property the major part of the county 
revenues, and whether the money to pay for the subway is raised by 
special taxation or by tlie- issuance of bonds, the same proportion 
will be in evidence. According to the representations made at the 
joint committee meeting yesterday the sentiment in the county, so 
far as it has been possible to ascertain it, is favorable to the project. 
There is no good reason for assuming that the •sentiment will be 
otherwise than unanimously favorable, for the future commercial 
growth of Alameda county is largely dependent upon the project 
being carried out at the earliest date possible.

BY PROFESSOR NYROP, UNIVERSITY OF COPENHAGEN. 


With most civilized and many uncivilized people the kiss is the 


natural expression of love and kindred feelings. 


How is it then to be Explained that a kiss has come -to be of 


sudh vast importance? How is it that a light touch.of the lips is 
able to express our in-most feelings more eloquently than the words 
of any language? 


Is this to be considered something primitive or something 


artificial and conventional? Is i: as natural to kiss when we love 
as to lausrh when we are happy or cry when we are sad? In other 
words, is Steele right when he >ays that nature has taught,us to 
kiss and that "nature was the author of the kiss and that it began 
with the first courtship?" 


HAS SOME THEORIES. 


I shill try to answer this question, but I must advance the re- 


mark that we here touch something of which we cannot know any- 
thing deinitely and that all we c?.n do is to put forward more or less 
plausible theories. 


First, h is important to remember that many nations, do-not 


know the kiss in its ordinary form. It is unknown in the greater 
part of Polynesia, in Madagascar and among many negro tribes in

troduced by him at the last regular meet- 
Ing of the 1!oard of Supervisors provid- 
ing- for the appointment of a special com- 
mittee to confer with the municipal au- 
thorities of Oakland and Alameda and 
oto.»r interents concerned, took practical 
•hapo ye»te-day afternoon ut the hold- 
Ing of a Jo'nt meeting of the 
officers 


of th.» bounty and the cities of Oakland 
and Alamed i. 
The meeting was called 


to order by Supervisor Kelley at 4:30 
p. m. 


CITIZENS PRESENT. 


When the meeting opened there were 


present 
Supervisors 
Kelley, 
Mitchell, 


Rowe and Bridge, th« first and last named 
con»tituting the special committee of the 
board; Mayor Mott, City Engineer Tur- 
ner, City Attorney McElroy and Coun- 
cilman Backus, representing 
Oakland; 


Mayor Taylor. City Engineer Folger and 
Councilman .NToyes, representing Alameda; 
District Attorney Brown, County Sur- 
veyor HaviHnd and Assistant District 
Attorney Dcnohue; Wilbur Walker, sec- 
retary of the Oakland Merchants' Ex- 
change, She-man A. Jubb, an interested 
civil engineer, and others. 


PERMANENT OFFICERS. 


A permanent joint committee on sub- 


way was organized at the suggestion of 
Supervisor Kelley by the election of the 
latter as pernanent chairman, on the mo- 
tion of Mayor Mott, and City Attorney 
J. E. McElrr.y as secretary. Then Mayor 
Mott was elected llrst vice president and 
Mayor Taylor second vice president. 


MAYOR MOTT'S VIEWS. 


Mayor Mo:t was the tirst called upon 


to express his views. 


In response he said the first question to 


be considered was that relating to the 
feasibility a::d practicability of the pro- 
ject, about --7hlch, he asserted there can 
be no doubt. The two drawbridges con- 
necting Oakland and Alameda have been 
long considered as obstructions to the 
navigation of the harbor and the time has 
been neary I:' not quite reached to accom- 
modate the Increasing commerce. Con- 
gress at the last 
session 
appropriated 


$500.000 for trie Improvement of the chan- 
nel east of these bridges in order that 
commerce rray 
utilize 
Brooklyn basin 


around whlci a large number of Impor- 
tant lndustrjes have 
been 
established, 


which need better water facilities than 
they now possess. 
Wharves are being 


constructed around the basin, and the 


removal of the bridges Is going to help 
he commercial development of both th« 
Oakland and Alameda shorn. To do tnis 
the only feasible way Is undoubtedly to 
open a subway between the two cittn 
through which tbe traffic now borne toy 
the two drawbridge* can be 
diverted. 


Such a subway if no new thing. Chicago 
carries its traffic under the Chicago riv- 
er through subways. 
The Bait and 


North rivers of New York have been 
tunneled and there is no doubt that a 
tunnell under tne estuary can be easily 
constructed. It would be a great bene- 
fit to Oakland and Alameda, and partic- 
ularly to the mercantile community of 
both cities. 
Mott expressed himself as 


strongly In favor of the project, It was 
chiefly a question of finances. 
He be- 


lieved, however, that Oakland would b« 
ready to contribute Its kuota whenever 
the construction of the subway w«s af- 
firmatively decided upon. 


ALAMEDA IN LINE. 


In response to Chairman Kelley's In- 


vitation, Mayor Taylor of Alaineda ad- 
dressed the meeting. 


He said the construction of subway un- 


der the estuary to connect the two cities 
had been under his consideration for 
years. 


The State Legislature had a long time 


ago passed an act authorizing the pro- 
ject. Slnc» his boyhood the construction 
of a canal at the head of the estuary and 
ft subway between the two shores had 
been fixed projects In his mind. 
The 


railroad company has. It is true, not En- 
couraged 
the tunnel project and the 


two cities have thus missed their op- 
portunities. Commerce Is now being held 
west of the bridges and the upper part 
of the harbor and Brooklyn basin Is 
largely cut off by the drawbridges. 
The 


railroad company has not encouraged the 
development of the water front, as it 
might have done, because It has not 
brought its tracks in touch with it and 
freight is shipped across the bay to San 
Francisco at much expense and great 
delay, where It Is subject to heavy wharf- 
age and other tolls. 
These expenses 


and the delay in the delivery' of goods. 
Incident to the bay transhipment has In- 
fluenced Eastern shippers to send a large 
proportion of their freight to Seattle and 
Portland. 


He believed that the opening of a sub- 


way and the removal of the bridges 
woiild Induce the Federal government to 
give material help, as the project, when 
carried out, will facilitate commerce. 


WANT SUBWAY. 


Taylor said he could assure the Joint 


committee that Alaraedans are a unit on 
the subway proposition. 
He believed 


the opening of the subway and the re- 
moval of the bridges, so as to clear the 


hmriMr channel for. navigation 
would 


mortr than double the value* of water 
front property on both side* of theres- 
taary. 
He did not believe that there 
were any engineering difficulties. which 
could not be readily overcome. The city 
of Alameda own* 1200 feet of the south 
aide frontage on the buln, and be con- 
sidered that the opening of the subway 
would double Its value at once. 


PLAN FEASIBLE. 


„ City Engineer Folger of Alameda being 
Invited to express hla views, 
said: " 


"There Is no question that the plan of 
a subway is feasible. It is only a ques- 
tion of finances. The subway ought to 
be constructed so as to carry the traffic 
of both railroads as well as the ordinary 
road traffic. 


Kolger, did not think, however, 
the 


present location of the bridges fs the best 
for the tunnel, owing to the long ap- 
proaches, which It would require. 
That 


would make the subway an enormously 
costly undertaking and a 
stupendous 


proposition. 
It should be built at a 


sharp angle with the ails of the estuary. 
To construct It at right angles with the 
estuary Involves long approaches which 
it Is desirable to avoid. 
The approaches 


might be reduced by paralleling the shore 
line. 
However, before any decisive ac- 


tion should be taken the two railroads In- 
terested In the estuary crossing should 
be consulted. 
He thought it would be 


advisable also first to consult some skilled 
engineer who had had some experience 
in this class of work. 


DIFFICULTIES TO OVERCOME. 


City Engineer Turner said there was 


no question that this kind of engineering 
work is a specialty, and he thought It 
would be advisable to get some data 
on the subject from 
some 
specialist. 


There are physical difficulties and varied 
Interests to reconcile. "We ought to get 
also the Ideas of the government en- 
gineers." he said. He reviewed the work 
of harbor Improvements undertaken by 
the government; what has already been 
done in the deepening of the channel and 
what would have to be done in order to 
accommodate the leviathans of the sea 
now entering the commerce of the Pa- 
cific. The subway would have to be built 
so that there would be at least ten feet 
of ground overhead. 


County Surveyor Havlland thought that 


it would be proper to take up first with 
the committee the type of tunnel to be 
adopted. 


AFTER DAYA FIRST. 


Councilman Noyes of Alameda favored I 


the project. He felt confident that every- , 
body in Alameda will favor it. He agreed i 
with City Engineer Turner that it would I 
be best to get some data first from some 
specialist in this kind of 
engineering 


then proceed to raise the money. 


District Attorney Brown said he was 


not prepared to speak on the legal as- 
pect of the proposition, not having looked 
it up. He understood that City Attorney 
McElroy was in the same position. There 
was no doubt about the right to raise 
money by bonding. 
The first thing to 


do. however, is to look up and determine 
the lega! aspects, and if the Board of 
Supervisors wanted it looked up, his 
office would take it up at once. 


LEQAL PHASES. 
* 


Chairman Kelley suggested 
referring 
the legal aspect of the proposition to a 
committee consisting of the district at- 
torney and the city attorneys 
of the 
two cities. 
Mayor Mott wanted to know whether I 


the chairman had considered the ques- 
tion of building the subway entirely at 
the county's expense. He thought that 
Inasmuch as Oakland furnishes about 
fifty per : cent of the revenue spent on 
the roads and bridges of the county, it 
might be fair for the county. to carry all 
of the expense, which may amount - to 
JI.000.000.. 
„ . • ' • ' • • • . 
Wilbur 'WaUter, secretary ^of the Mer- 
chants' Exchange, said that Oakland^and 
Alameda were contributing about sixty- 
one per cent of the revenues-: raised year- 
ly by the county by taxation. 
Mayor Mott said the .equities ought to 
be considered later. 
The money might 
be raised by Issuing bonds. 
Chairman Keiley—Suppose we consider 
both phases of It. 
MoEIroy—Of course, the mayor is try- 
Ing to help out the county. 
Chairman Kelley—Very kind of you to 
help out the county. We'll try and hull) 
you out on that sewer proposition. 
Mott—The subway Is for 
the gener:i I j 
Interests of the county, and it Is proper 
to consider that fact In considering the 
manner of paying for the work. 


PASS SUBWAY MOTION. 


On motion of the mayor. It was unani- 
mously declared to be the sense of the 
joint committee that the subway should 
be built. 
Some further discussion was had on 
the financial aide of the project. In which 
the fact was drawn 
out 
by 
Wilbur 
Walker that the county outside of the 
three bay cities was contributing only 
twenty-three per cent of the revenues 
collected by taxation, so that It made 
very little difference how the money was 
raised as Oakland would be carrying the 
chief burden. 
On motion of McElroy the official en- 
gineers of the two cities concerned and 
the county engineer were appointed as 
a committee to formulate a preliminary 
plan and to confer -with the engineers of 
the two railroads using the crossing. 


• 
FUND FROM RAILWAYS. 


Mayor Mott thought the two companies 
should contribute handsomely toward the 
construction fund as they would use the 
subway. 
Supervisor Bridge said he had not had 
an opportunity to ascertain how the peo- 
ple of the Interior of the county felt 
about the project. He had no doubt that 
they would favor anything -which would 
benefit Oakland as that would also ben- 
efit them. 
Chairman Kelley explained that in an 
ntervlew with a large landowner resid- 
ing at Centerville, whose name he did 
not know, the question of the subway 
was brought up, and he was very much 
gratified to learn from the Centerville 
man that he regarded it as the finest 
and 
best 
project yet broached. 
He 
thought that the seneral feeling through- 
out the county was In favor-of it. When 
Congressman Burton, chairman of the 
House committee on rivers and harbors, 
wns here he made the pertinent remark 
that we would never have any com- 
merce In Oakland harbor 
until 
those 
bridges were removed. 


AN EXPERT'S VIEW. 


Sherman A. Jubb, a stranger to all 
present, who hart been sitting In the 
background listening' attentively to the 
debate, here arose and said that he took 
the liberty to address the meeting as an 
outsider and as ar. engineer who had 
some experience with the class of work 
under consideration. The drift of opinion 
as expressed, he continued, seems to 
favor a subway which 
shall combine 
rapid traffic and highway traffic. 
The 
conditions of the two forms of traffic 
are entrlely opposite and do not har- 
monize. In one case, namely In the deep i 
water s\ibway of East Boston, it has I 
been Impossible to combine them. 
They 
interfered with one another to such a 
degree that both kinds of traffic were 
absolutely blocked and the rapid transit 
had to return to the old overhead cross- 
ing. 
The two systems of traffic must 
be carried In separate tunnels. 
More- 
over, a subway constructed to carry two 
sets of rails for rapid transit, a roadway 
for ordinary highway traffic wide enough 
for teams to pass, and sidewalks for pe- 
destrians would be an enormously ex- 
pensive undertaking. Jt would be vastly 
cheaper to build two tunnels.

This players' pool 
is made up ol sixty per cent of the re- 
ceipts of the first four games in the 
series, after ten per cent has been de- 
ducted from the gross receipts of each 
game for the national commission's ex- 
penses.

Figuring twenty men 
to a team, the members of the losing 
club received ?417, which is only a few

One of the purposes 
of 


world's series, second in Importance only 
to the determination of the champion of 
champions. Is to furnish a measure of 
reward for the players who by their 
ability, and sometimes at great personal 
risk, have won the pennants of their re- 
spective leagues. This purpose Is defeated 
in a way by the present arrangement, 
since It gives tne winners of the series 
so much greater reward than the losers. 
Both contestants in A world's series have 
been through six months of nerve wrack- 


Ing -nork. yet the result of seven games 
decides whether they are to receive a 
reward commensurate with tholr honors 
or a slender sum, no greater than is paid 
officials for conducting the series. A far 
better arrangement would bs to split the 
players' pool sixty per cent to the win- 
ner and forty per cent to the loper. On 
that basis the winner's share last tall 
would have been just under $20,000, in- 
stead of $25,000, and the loser's ahare 
over $13,000. Instead of $8000. This more 
e\ en division would make the series 
less of a gamble for the plavers and re- 
move the danger of secret agrementS be- 
tween opposing players to nullify the 
whole arrangement 
by dividing their 


shares equally, win or lose.

REPORT SHOWS SPLENDID 


WORK AMONG INCURABLES 


Special Circle of King's Daughters in 


Annual Meeting at Society's Home- 


attendance Good. 


The annual meeting of the Alameda 


County King's Daughters' Home for In- 
curables Circle, is being held this af- 
ternoon at the Home at the corner of 
Thirty-ninth street and Broadway, at 
which there is a good attendance. 


Mrs. Matilda Brown, the president of 


the circle, is occupying the chair. The 
meeting was called to order at 3 o'clock, 
and before It adjourns the circle will 
elect a board of directors and transact 
other Important business. 


The president's report Is an elaborate 


review of the organization of the circle 
In 1897; the difficulties it has since en- 
countered and overcome; great progress 
it has made; work It has accomplished 
and the property it has acquired and 
been successfully administered upon. 


Says the report: "The first patients 


were cared for at Beulah Park, in a 
small building belonging to Mrs. Mont- 
gomery, who Is ever ready to assist 
In the Master's work. In a short time, 
it became necessary to move Into a tTvo- 
tory ho\ise In East Oakland, where the 
circle remained until January, 1900, when 
It was decided to move into larger quar- 
ters, which were found at Eleventh and 
Oak streets. In 1902 the directors con- 
cluded to secuie land, enough to erect 
their own buildings and enlarge them 
when needed. A most suitable and ideal 
location was found at Thirty-ninth and 
Broadway. 


"Then came the problem—how to se- 


cure the $6000 necessary to pay for this 
property, with only $500 In the bank. 


this amount having been donated by an 
Indurable woman patient. 
Those present 


at the meeting held in the early part of 
April, 1902, will remember how earnestly 
each director prayed for divine guidance 
at this critical time. 


"The problem that appeared ao difficult 


was soon solved, for the fire, which de- 
stroyed the home and seemed such a 
great disaster, proved a blessing in dis- 
guise. 
Through the generous gifts of 


many citizens, who now became Inter- 
ested In the home, the directors were 
enabled to buy the deiireil land. 
It Is 


situated on a slight elevation, surrounded 
by many trees and shrubbery, command- 
ing fine views of Oakland and environs 
It became necessary to add. two wooden 
wings to the concrete building, which 
was done at a cost of o^ er SGOOO. 


On February 24. 1903, we occupied for 


the first, time our own building, free of 
debt. 


"And 
now comes the greatest surprise 


of all: for within the short space of four 
years, the present Board of Directors 
found themselves compelled to bm- tents 
for the many patients desiring admis- 
sion to the buildings which was being 
overcrowded. 


"After many consultations with Miss 


Julia Morgan, a prominent architect, we

enough to accommodate 12n patients, the 
cost to be about $75,000.

age done by the earthquakes of 1S6S 
and 1906, besides the
